Many of the Swiss vfilages eiist al- 


most on BOfferance. The avnlanch* of 
enow or the aralanche of Dearth may at 
iny moment sweep them away, or what' 
ia equally ruinous, overwhelm, them 
with the debris of the mountain at the- 
foot of which they 'are built. In not 
a. few instances the landslip is so slow 
in Its progress that it is only aquestton 
of time when the final catastrophe 
will be precipitated. AtBecJSongein 
the Tarentaise, for example, the side of 
the mountain is gradually overwhelm- 
ing. the village of Miror. In most 
cases, however, the calamity is sadden' 
and unexpected. Such an instance 
is supplied by .the fall of the Bossberg, 


well: known mountain, 6,000 feet 


high, situated just behind the'better 
known and loftier Elgi. In 1806, after' 
a very irainy season, a lajge'-portion-of 
tlie mountain,: consisting- of hud bed* r

structed canal. Another example of, 
a disastrous landslip is that la ifyhloh, 
by the. sliding of iv portion of Monta 
Como, 'thelentire village of Piurs* withi: 
2,430 inhabitants, was in 1618 over*- 
whelmed. For several days'befiire'tha; 
catastrophe masses of focKliad become 
detached from. the mountain and nu- 
merous fissures were -observed to form 
or widen on its side. But the • village3 
disregarded the warnings and were ia 
a few minutes buried, with-all their 
possessions, beneath sixty feet Of rock 
and earth. All attempts to penetrate- 
the mass proved fruitless, and no trace 
of the town has since been seen. The; 
earth 
which entombed it -is now' 


clothed with a luxuriant forest of 
chestnuts, but the original name still; 
survives in the little village of Flurs, ot> 
Pluro. 


It may also be said that these catas- 


trophes are so frequent that history 
preserves the memory of only the most.. 
disastrous. Such a one was that by 
which the village of Elm was over- 
whelmed only a few years ago. At 
;hat time the place contained-fifty 
bouses and nearly 250 inhabitant*,. 
most of them children and old people./ 
Nearly half of them were killed, while; 
most of the dwelling houses were alto-- 
Aether crushed or buried beneath the de-' 
jris from that portion of the T&ihingel 
Alp, which broke away from its parent 
mountain. 
Altogether, though the 


Sun catastrophe was, in the loss of life 
and property, of less magnitude'than 
;hose which overtook Plurs1 -and Gbl- 
dau, it is doubtful whether it did not; 
n the amount of rubbish shot from the 
mountain side, surpass both, of these 
gigantic landslides. The Swiss geol- 
ogists who visited the spot immediately 
after the disaster calculated that, at 
>he lowest estimate, the contents of 
the slip measured 10,000,000' cubic 
metres. What a vast amount of ma- 
ierial this pile contains maybe grasped 
jy a simple illustration. Zurich is a 
city of 76,000 inhabitants. Yejj; in the 
debris shot from 'the. side of the 
Techingel Alp there was stone>«nough 
;o build two Zurichs. > Some; of 
the 


slocks are heaped 300 or 400 feet 
htigher than the village of Elm. One 
is estimated to weigh 300 tons, and as 
these .gigantic missiles were precipi- 
tated from a height of 2,000 feet,-the 
Irresistible force with which th«y fell 
on. the doomed village can easily be 
imagined.—London Standard.

Important mining operations, are car- 
ried on within the. Arctic iCjr,ple,,HS'ry-i 
elite, is brought from Greenliutd&tofhil- i 
adclphia^by.the ship-load to-be-used in 
the making of candles. At Alten, near 
the North Cape in Pinmark, exbenaive 
copper mines have been worked for » 
iong,,timei 
When it is retnembeeed 


that most of the work has to b* done 
under ground, and that heat is what the 
"workmen suffer most from, it becopies 
apparent at once that mines may. bo 
almost as profitable in those high lati- 
tudes as they would be on our'coast. 
The main thing is to have communici- 
tion open once a year for bringing sup- 
plies and carrying ayvay the ores. 


An engineer who visited the mines at 


Alten a few years ago, to study:the' 
condition in which they were worked, 
found that the climate interposed no 
obstacle. The mines, when fairly deep, 
are warmer in winter than in'summer, 
lit such work as has to be done:aboT« 
ground, there.is .scarcely any iritemjp- 
tiou. During the three darKnionth* 
when the sun does) not shine, there is 
no lack of light to the eye accustomed 
to the conditions. The sky i9 clear sod 
starry, the aurora is playing most of 
the time, and whatever light there -la 
the reflection from the snoW increaiei 
und intensifies. 


More than a hundred and fifty years 


ago mining was carried on extensively 
about the shores of the White Sea by 
Saxon workmen.' Silver, copper ..and 
lead were produced, in quantities. Now 
that the whale fishery has declined, 
mining,enterprise seems most likely of 
anything to promote exploration*nd 
settlement within the Arctlo Circle.—

As soon as the 
house had been cleared of the living, the 
work of removing the dead was begun 
and sixty bodies were taken out by means 
of the fire escape. The wounded survi- 
vors were conveyed to the hospital and 
their number at this time can not be defi- 
nitely ascertained, but it is very large. 
The total number of lives lost is estimat- 
ed at one hundred, but may exceed that 
figure. 


The fire started in the flies during the 


Courth act of the play. When the flames 
were discovered a drop scene was lowered 
to prevent the current of air from increas- 
ing the blaze. After this was done the 
actors and stage bands threw open a door 
to make their escape, when the draft 
caused the flames to burst through to 
the drop sceno and ignite the woodwork 
of the gallery. The flames overtook the 
hindermost of the unfortunate people who 
were wedged in the stairway and literally 
roasted them alive. There was no escape 
for them; the fire being at their backs 
aud a compactr immovable mass of hu- 
man beings in front. The firemen reached 
the upper windows and took out all the 
people they could find, but most of them 
were dead and many others died soon 
after they were taken out. The hospitals 
revived a few persons who were thought 
to

hundred corpses

in 


rows on the floor, and these did not com- 
prise the total number of the dead, as a 
great many bodies were burned to ashes 
in the theater. Some of the dead were 
simply suffocated and not at all mutilated 
or burned. The occupants of the dress 
circle escaped without injury, the in- 
jured 
and dead 
beine confined to 


the pit and the upper circles. 
The build- 


ing was destroyed. . 


One hundred and thirty bodies have 


been taken out of the theater tuns far. Of 
these one hundred were men and boys and 
thirty women. A score or more of the in- 
jured were taken to the hospital, and a 
large number were taken to their homes.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—The heavy rain which 


prevailed yesterday caused the great Lib- 
eral demonstration of sympathy with Ire 
land and protest against the proclamatioi 
of. the League, held at Alexandra Palace 
to be much smaller than it otherwisi 
would have been.

: The birthplace of Robert Burns was not in 
the city of Ayr, but in a }ltt|e lpw,,oni)story 
thatched'hut lying on the'edge of (toe road 
about two miles away. A few shillings paid 
a bright eyed Scotch lx>y to drive me to it in 
a one horse buggy, and the road-led through 
the cultivated farms and pretty bits of 
scenery along the, rjye^ Doon^ which Burns 
has immortalized in bis song. Thyhouseta 
of the rndest description, and it is what is 
known in Scotland as an, "nuld clay biggin." 
One, has to almost stoop to enter its front 
door, and before he * gets further he ha» to 
pay a fee of tuppence to the keeper of: the 
turnstile, which stands there in the Way.; It 
is « disgrace to Scotland {hat eyecy one of its 
sights are charged for in this"petty way.; If 
•you want to see a rioted monument you pay 
tour cents'to get to it; if you enter the; St. 
Giles cathedral at Edinburgh to'seeiwhere 
John Knox preached, it costs .you/sue cents, 
and if you want to see where'Walter Scott 
lired and worked at Abbottsford, it will cost 
you a quarter. 


BIIiTBPLAOK OK BUBNS. 


The sights are, of course, worth the money, 


but this measuring fame by dollars and cents 
is peculiar, and it takes the enthusiasm out of 
miu to see great heroes charged for at a penny 
apiece. The birthplace of Burns shows, the 
intense poverty with which beimd to contend 
throughout his whole life. There ore only 
two rooms in the house outeide of those used 
as u barn or stable, and Bums was Ltorri in 
the kitchen. The room is said to bo tlie same 
now as it was that cold January day in 1759, 
when he first saw the light. It is low, and its 
floor is of cold, broken flagstone. There is a 
fireplace at the left, wheru the family cook- 
ing was done, and at'tho buck of the room in 
some shelves set into'the.wall is a collection 
of plates and china o? old patterns. Two 
chairs and a table constitute the furniture 
and the bed is made in a deep ledge in. the 
wall at the left, It was in that .bed that 
Robert Burns was born. 


Only a few days after his birth the wind was 


so strong that it blew off the gable of the 
cottage, and baby Burns mid bis mother had 
to flee to a neighbor's cottage until it was1-9- 
paired. The old Burns-cluck is here.kept. 
The table in the room is the one wbfch Bunis 
used to eat from, and the frame work of this 
bed was once sold as a curiosity ior$l(XJ. 
Tho cottage unil grounds «i'0 now pwiied by 
trustees, and I doubt not they make a prettjr 
penny from th« collection of thoir fees frO3» 
visitors. 


JNTEBIOB OF THE COTTAGE. 


It is only a stone's throw from tbecottogo 


to Kirk Alloway, where occurred the famous, 
dance of the witches which Tarn O'Shanteii 
saw after his (Irunkon frolic, The'old church is; 
a brown stone shell,'covered with ivyj and 
with the grass growing in its interior. The 
graveyard, in which it is situated, is on a ter-! 
race above the road, and n ragged old Scotch-; 
man, with an accent us old as tlib mossgrown 
graves, shows the visitors about and points 
out the objects of interest, I greased his band1 
with a few coppers and bo repeated poem 
after poem of Burns to me. Ho bad them by 
heart, and sang them off with a slight nasal 
twang which is indescribable. He pointed 
through the broken windows to where Tain 
O'Shantor looked in wheii he saw the devils 
dancing, and took'me oyor to the "Auld Brig 
o' DOOII," over which Tain rode with the devils 
after him. Ho told rue that the old Kirk 
was 800 years old, and pointed out the gravel 
of Burns' fatlter and mother
